9. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of Claim 1 , further comprising a radio 
access network (RAN) packet gateway operab l e to provid e providing a communications 
link between a mobile station associated with the source and the WAP gateway.

49. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of Claim 41 , further comprising a radio 
access network (RAN) packet gateway op e rat e s to prov i d e providing a communications 
link between a mobile station associated with the source and the WAP gateway.

52. (New) The method of Claim 1 1 . further comprising storing a table that 
includes one or more identifiers that correlate to one or more sources respectively in a 
database, and wherein each of the sources is generating one or more reguest packets 
in the WAP network environment. 

53. (New) The system of Claim 21 . further comprising means for storing a table 
that includes one or more identifiers that correlate to one or more sources respectively 
in a database, and wherein each of the sources is generating one or more reguest 
packets in the WAP network environment. 

54. (New) The software of Claim 31 . further storing a table that includes one or 
more identifiers that correlate to one or more sources respectively in a database, and 
wherein each of the sources is generating one or more reguest packets in the WAP 
network environment. 



55. (New) The apparatus of Claim 41 . further comprising a database coupled to 
the content switch, storing a table that includes one or more identifiers that correlate to 
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one or more sources respectively, and wherein each of the sources is generating one or 
more reouest packets in the WAP network environment.
